Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 12.— Among the 
more important of the bills and resolutions 
presented this morning in the Senate was a 
bill, introdueed by Senator Edmunds, pro- 
viding for defraying the expenses of the ill- 
ness of the late President. it empowers the 
Secretary of the Treasury to audit and pay, 
through the proper disbursing officers, all 
bills incurred in consequence of the assault 
upon the President, providing that the 
amount does not exceed $100,000. Another 
was the old Christiancy bill, introduced at 
the third session of the Forty-fifth Congress, 
reintroduced by Senator Edmunds, provid- 
ing for the chalienging of jurors in trials for 
bigamy and polygamy in the Territory of 
Utah. Senator Sherman presented a bill for 
the scientific exploration of the Territory of 

ALASKA, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, 
and appropriating $68,000 for the purpose. A 
speech in favor of Instructing the Committee 
on Territories to inquire into the expediency 
of organizing a Territorial form of Govern- 
ment in Alaska was made by Senator Call, 
of Florida, and a resolution to that effect re- 
ferred to the committee. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, introduced a bill granting the right of 
way through the State of Alabama to the 
Gulf & Chicago Air-Line Railway. Senator 
Hill, of Georgia, as one of the sub-commit- 
tee appointed to consider the evidence pre- 
sented against the seating of 
SENATORS MILLER AND LAPHAM, 

of New York, reported from the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections asking that the 
committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the case. He explained the 
selection of the committee by reciting the 
grounds of the objection to the seating of 
the Senators, showing them to be mere alle- 
gations unsupported by evidence on two of 
the points aid insufficient on the third.

THE CHILIAN TROUBLE. 
CHRISTIANCY GETS OUT FROM UNDER. 
Special Duwspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—The atten- 
tion of ex-Minister Christiancy, who was 
Minister td Peru, was called tonight to the 
published correspondence of the State De- 
partment with the United States Ministers 
to Peru and Chili on the subject of the rec 
ognition to be given the Calderon Provisional 
Government, and particularly to that portion 
of it consisting of a dispatch to himself, 
under date of May 9, 1881. Mr. Christiancy, 
in looking over the dispatch purporting to 
have been the one addressed to him, denied 
ite correctness. He said, alluding to the 
opening paragraph of the dispatch, 
which spoke of his having furnished 
the department with the information that the 
Chilian Government had refused to recog- 


nize Gen. Pierola, and that Senor Calderon 


wus at the head ot Provisional Government. 
That paragraph was 
NOT IN THE DISPATCH 

received by me. That commenced with the 
words ‘It the Calderon Government is sup- 
ported ete.’ It closed with the paragraph, 
Mr. Eimore has been received by me as the 
confidential agent of such Provisional Gov- 
ernment.’ What was 1 to infer that ? 
There was but one course for me to Pursue,” 
continued the ex-Minister, and that was to 
recognize the Calderon Government, which 
I did, though contrary to my judgment. I 
authorize youto say this.” he added, em- 
phatically, I recognized the Calderon Gov- 
ernment 

AGAINST MY BEST JUDGMENT, 
in obedienee to the authority of the State 
Department.” Being asked if he had not 
represented to the department the advisabil- 
ity of recognizing Sefior Calderon’s Govern- 
ment, as the opening portion of the dispatch 
would seem to imply; Mr. Christiancy said: 
No, I made no such representations. There 
never was a Minister who kept his Govern- 
ment better informed than 1 did as to the 
condition of the country in which he was 
acting as representative, but I never 
made such representations. I was in- 
timately aequainted with Gen. 
and with Sefior Calderon, and my aim was 
always to keepon friendly terms with both 
sides, and preserve friendly relations in the 
United States with them. I left this friendly 
feeling to this Government when 1 came 
home. 

THEY CAN’T SADDLE THE RESPONSIBILITY 
of the recognition of the Calderon Govern- 
ment ou me, because 1 opposed it, my 
correspondence is on record in the depart- 
ment. It is extensive, and fills three large 
volumes, and cam be had when called 
for. Any member of Congress can 
ask that the whole correspondence be 
made blic.” In answer to the 
question as to what inference he placed on 
the action of the State Department in the 
premises, he said: O. I have no inference 
to draw from it. I was the United States 
Minister, subject to instructions from the 
department. I received my instructions and 
acted upon them. Having got themselves 
into a hobbie, it is now for the department to 
explain it. 

I HAVE NOTHING TO SAY, 
except that the orders are there, and, if 
called for, will make a startling showing.”’ 
Ex-Minister Christiancy declined to state 
the reasons why it was his best judgment 
that the Calderon Government should not 
be recognized. It is learned from other 
soureés, however, that the so-called Govern- 
ment was never even a de-facto Government; 
that it never. had authority over a greater 
area than 
TWO HUNDRED ACRES, 
and that Calderon maintained himself in that 
limited domain only so long as he was pro- 
tected by Chilian bayonets, and that, when 
these bayonets were withdrawn, bis sem- 
blance of power vanished and he became a 
prisoner. Those who are familiar with 
our diplomatic history say that the 
United States never recognized any 
pretended Government which was not 
ade facto Government until Calderon was 
recognized. The story goes that Calderon 
was known by the Chilians to favor the con- 
tracts which the Chilian Government had 
made with an English company for the ni- 
trate mines located in the Province of Tara- 
copa, which was conquered by the Chilians 
from Peru in the early part of the war, the 
possession of which was the real cause of the 
war. 
BLAINE’s NOTE TO HURLBOT.

3,000 SETTLERS. 

THEY ARE LIKELY TO LOSE THEIR HOMES. 
gpectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—The repre- 
sentative of some 3,000 settlers n New 
‘Mexico is here for the purpose of securing a 
hearing in the courts of the United States on 
behalf of those settlers in regard to the 
validity of the noted Beaubien or Maxwell 
grant in that Territory. If the papers sub- 
mitted in this case even approach accuracy, 
the history of this grant presents as re- 
markable a story of successive frauds upon 
the Government and its citizens as can be 
found in connection with the history of any 
of the old Spanish grants. it seems 
originally, by the testimony of the original 
owners, to have covered no more than 
100,000 acres. It was gradually extended 
by those 
MANIPULATIONS OF SURVEYS 
so common to this character of grant, until 
patents weré finally obtained from the Gov- 
ernment, covering at least 1,000,000 acres of 
land, much of which was mineral tracts and 
exceedingly valuable, and a very consider- 
able portion of it covering land already sar- 
veyed, opened to settlement. and sold to set- 
tlers by the Government. Thetractas now 
recognized is of immense value, and at 
various steps of its expansion to its 
present immense proportions prominent 
manipulators of Western lands, well known 
Territorial officials, influential railroad cor- 
porations, and a large number of foreign 
capitalists seem to be involved. The title at 
one time was sold to English capitalists for 
a large sum of money, and they, after work- 
ing a portion of the mineral lands upon the 
grant, in turn sold it to citizens of Holland 
for a large sum. The later boundaries of the 
graut, which are alleged to be 
WHOLLY FRAUDULENT, 
include the farnis and mining property of 
between two and three thousand settlers, and 
writs of ejectment have been issued 
against them, They now seek to 
obtain a hédaring in the courts of 
the United Sta and find themselves op- 
posed before ie Derartment of Justice by 
the great corporation and wealthy capitalists 
indicated. The.dpinion of Secretary Kirk- 
wood, embodied ‘In a letter to the Attorney- 
General written last summer, is now for the 
first time accessible. The Secretary sets forth 
that he had referred the matter to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, Will- 
iamson, but that, in a report from that offi- 
cer, he had only recited the proceedings had 
without touching upon the truth or falsity 
of the survey previously made, 
THE SECRETARY SAYS 

that he has given the papers such examina- 
tion as his time would allow, and that he is 
pursuaded that great reasons exist for as- 
suming that this patent was improvidently 
issued, and that the matter set forth in the 
papers and by the platof the survey and the 
protest and complaints of the settlers whose 
possessions were involved were not given 
sufficient consideration. Other manifest in- 
consistences appear unexplained in the pa- 
pers. Many important papers in connection 
with -the case were not considered by the 
Commissioner in his report. This raises the

FRAUDULENT LOCATION, 
and of the jurisdiction of the officers making 
the location. The Secretary also says that he 
deems it proper to state that the records of 
the General Land-Office show that nearly all 
the townships traversed by the northern line 
of this grant had been surveyed and plats 
filed long before the survey of the grant, and 
yet, when the latter was made, there was no 
reference to any former surveys, but the re- 
port treated the whole region as an upsur- 
veyed tract.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 
AGITATION OF THE SUBJECT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 12.—The attempt 
to pass an Inter-State Commerce bill will be 
renewed at the present session of Congress, 
with better chances of success than ever be- 
fore. If Texas is reached in the call of 
States for the introduction of bills to-morrow, 
Mr. Reagan will present a revised edition of 
his old bill to regulate internal commerce 
between the States. Other members will, in 
all probability, introduce bills on the same 
subject. Public atten seems to have been 
thoroughly aroused on the subject during the 
recess, and a score of petitions has already 
been presented to the Senate asking for 
legisiation to compel railroads to perform 
their duties as common carriers upon public 
highways, and forbidding extortion and dis- 
crimination in rates. 


POLYGAMY. 
A BILL BY SENATOR EDMUNDS. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Dec. 12.—Senator Ed- 
munds introduced the bill to punish polyga- 
my in Utah which Christiancy introduced in 
the Forty-tifth Congress. It provides that 
every person who has a husband or wife liv- 
ing, who, in a Territory or other place over 
which the United States has exclusive juris- 
diction, hereafter marries another, whether 
married or single, and any man 
who hereafter simultaneously, on the same 
day, marries more than one woman in a Ter- 
ritory or other place over which the United 
States has exclusive jurisdiction, is guilty of 
bigamy, and shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than $500 and by imprisonment for 
a term of not more than five years; but this 
section shall not extend to any person 
by reason of any former marriage whose 
husband or wife by such marriage is absent 
for five successive years, and is not known 
to such person to be living, nor to any per- 
son by reason of any former marriage, 
which has been dissolved or declared void 
by a court. Sec. 2 provides that in any prose- 
cution for bigamy under any statutes of 
the United States. It shall be sufficient cause 
of challenge to any person drawn or sum- 
moned as a juryman or talesman, first, that 
heisor has been living in the practice of 
bigamy or polygamy, or that he has been 
GUILTY OF ANY OFFENSE PROHIBITED BY 

THIS SECTION, 
or, second, that he believes it morally, re- 
ligiousiy, or legally right for a man to have 
more than one living and undivorced wife at 
the same time, or to live in the practice of

Evidently 
these are not the Congressmen who are go- 
ing todo anything to reform our civil serv- 
ice, or who will respect the recommendations 
of the President or those of his lamented 
predecessor. It remains, therefore, with the 
President and with tne Secretaries and the 
heads of departments to personally free 
themselves from these pests, and to inform 
them peremptorily that the public business 
shall not be delayed, and that they will not 
have personal interviews with officeseekers 
themselves or with their Congressional mid- 
dlemen. This they have the right to do 
without reference to any law or precedent, 
and the country will applaud them if they 
will take this manly step, which will not 
only expedite the public business, but will be 
an important move of itself towards the re- 
form of the civil service. 


CABINET OFFICERS IN CONGRESS. 

Senator Pendleton proposes to renew at 

the present session of Congress his old prop- 
Osition to permit members of the Cabinet to 
take seats in the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, toanswer questions verbally, and 
participate in the debates concerning affairs 
in their respective departments. There is 
something to be said in favor of such a pro- 
cedure, but much to be urged against it, and 
the plan should be tried only as an experi- 
ment at first, and for a limited time, in order 
to test its practical workings. Mr. Pendle- 
ton is represented as confident that the bill 
will pass the Senate this session, but we 
think there is not much prospect of its pass- 
ing the House and becoming a law unless 
provision be made for a limited term of 
probation, after which the practice shall 
only be continued by an affirmative vote of 
Congress. 
It must be remembered by those who have 
confidence in the responsible or responsive 
system of Government which prevails in 
Great Britain, under which there is a change 
of Ministry on any policy not ratified by the 
Commons, the representatives of the people, 
that Mr. Pendleton’s bill would not intro- 
duce the British system, and that so radicala 
change cannot be effected without amending 
the Constitution and revising the original 
scheme of the American Government. 

In Britain the Ministry is made up from 
members of Parliament, each of whom has 
the same rights and privileges as every other 
member. But the Constitution of the United 
States provides (Art. I., Sec. 6) that no 
person holding any office under the United 
States shall be a member of either House 
during his continuauce in office.” The Con- 
stitution goes still further, and forbids the 
appointment of any member of Congress to 
any office under the Government created 
during the time for which such member was 
elected or the emoluments whereof have 
been increased during such time. It is the 
obvious intent of the Constitution, as well as 
a cherished tradition of the American peo- 
ple, that the Legislative, Executive, and Ju- 
dicial branches of the Government shall de 
independent of each other, and codrdinate 
as to their authority within their defined 
provinces. Mr. Pendleton’s bill does not in 
any sense substitute the English system for 
the American system. nor is it probable that 
any scheme of constitutional revision to 
make such a change would be received with 
favor. In England all the functions of Gov- 
ernment may be ultimately shaped and con- 
trolled by the Commons; it would be haz- 
ardous in the extreme to lodge equal power 
in the American House of Representatives. 

Senator Pendleton's bill must be consid- 
ered, therefore, on the merits of the simple 
proposition that the Cabinet officers may 
speak in Congress, thus enabling them to 
urge their own measures, which they now 
merely suggest in their annual reports, and 
also subjecting them to the ad hominem ar- 
gument and the sharp cross-questioning of 
the Opposition. It is certain that the most 
useful legislauon which comes from Con- 
gress is that suggested and formulated by the 
departments, and it might frequently be of 
advantage to public welfare if the heads of 
departmeuts were permitted to explain, from 
executive experience, the measures which 
they recommend, or the objections they may 
be inclined to urge against bills under con- 
sideration. In many cases the country 
would thus be able to form a truer estimate 
of the merits and probable effects of proposed 


legislation, and bring the force of public opin- 


ion to bear more tellingly upon the 
representatives of the pegple. It might 
also serve to increase the efficiency of 
Cabinet officers if they were constantly 
subject to searching inquiry into the affairs 
of their departments on the floor of Congress, 
cad to make them more careful in their 
recommendations for legislation. II, for in- 
stance, Secretary Folger had known that he 
would be subjected to interrogatories and 
compelled to take part in debating his 
scheme of enormous contraction, involved in 
his recommendations for the demonetization 
of greenbacks and silver, it is possible that 
he would have been less sweeping in his un- 
timely and ill-considered suggestions for 
perilous financial legislation. 

It is also reasonable to believe that there 
would be less rivalry for Cabinet places 
among second-class and incompetent poli- 
tielans, and a more serious effort to secure 
the services of fit and eminent men as the 


‘heads of departments if the various Secre- 


taries were requited to account personally 
to Congress for the management of public 
affairs and the practical workings of the cur- 
rent policy of the Administration. . 

But objections also oecur to the proposed 
plan of personal examination of the Cabinet 
officers on the floor of Congress. It is easy 
to conceive that, if such a system were given 
full headway, a great portion of the time of 
Congress would be consumed by the Opposi- 
tion in cross-questioning the Cabinet members 


ready debate a more desirable qualification 
than execulive ability for a Cabinet officer, 
and that would certainly be undesirabie. It 
may also be urged that the presence of 
Cabinet officers, each with considerable 
patronage at his command, might influence 
Congress more than would be wise, and that 
the Executive branch of the Government 
might in this way make serious encroach- 
ment upon the legislative function. This 
objection, on the other hand, may be met by 
the fact that the members of the Cabinet now 
circulate freely on the floors of both houses, 
and are in the habit of using their influence 
for or against any pending bill. 

It is obvious that Mr. Pendleton’s bill, 
while eminently worthy of consideration, 
should doe thoroughly discussed before 
adoption, and that, if finally passed, it should 
only be in such shape as to try the experi- 
ment of direct contact between the Cabinet 
and Congress. The success of the scheme is 
too problematic to warrantits permanent ap- 
plication without actual trial. 


BAILING CONVICTED FELONS. 

The praetice of admitting criminals to bail 
in other than capital cases after conviction 
asamatter of right is wholly indefensible. 
The power is reposed by the statutes in the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and is confided 
to their discretion. It is intended to be exer- 
cised with great caution, and only in extreme 
cases. Yet it has become the common and 
habitual practice. Not only the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, but Judges of the Circuit 
Court, have assumed the authority to exercise 
it. When Lesser Friedberg was convicted 
on his second trial, last January, his counsel 
moved for a new trial. Pending the decision 
of this question bail was fixed at $8,000. 
The motion was not overruled until 
March 6 or some forty days after 
it was made. Friedberg was at that 
time unable te furnish the sum required. 
He was more fortunate in April, when, a 
supersedeas having been granted by the 
Supreme Court, the Judge of the Criminal 
Court admitted him to bail in $5,500. In 
passing on this motion the Judge said there 
was some doubt about the power of his court 
in. the premises. He had conferred with 
Judge Dickey and was of the opinion that 
the Criminal Court had the right to bail after 
conviction; but in order that there might be 
no question about it he would simply “ rec- 
ommend” the bailing of Friedberg and 
qualify the sureties, leaving Judge Dickey to 
complete the record. The law is: 

Rs. the court or Judge 1s of opinion that 

on pee obtaining such writ of error ought to 

until the determination of the writ, 

— he is at the time in custody, the said Court 

or Judge may make an order to admit such 
prisoner to bail. 

From the context it is evident that the 
court or Judge referred to is the Supreme 
Court or one of its Judges. But even in this 
case the power is discretionary. It was 
wholly gratuitous for the Criminal-Court 
Judge to go out of his way to exercise, or to 
„recommend the exercise of, a power which 
was discretionary in a higher court, and never 
ought to have been exercised by anybody. 

There were thus two distinct efforts to 
have Lesser Friedberg admitted to bail after 
conviction. The first was made in January. 
pending the motion fora new trial, and failed 
only because the accused could not get any 
responsible person to enter into a recogni- 
zance for him. The second was that of last 
April, and it sueceeded, Friedberg being re- 
quired by his sureties to deposit cash in bank 
equal to their liability. He has been at large, 

with a brief intermission, since April last. 
His sentence cannot be affirmed and carried 
into effect sooner than the middle of Janu- 
ary, 1882, or three years and one-third after 
the commission of the crime. 

Now, the defendant after conviction holds 
an entirely different relation to the law from 
that of the accused person before trial. The 
accused person is entitled to a presumption 
of innocehce in his favor until he ts proved 
to be guilty. There can be no such pre- 
sumption of innocence in his behalf after 
conviction. The presumption is then the 
other way. He niust be presumed to be guil- 
ty until the verdict is set aside. Twelve men 
having passed upon his case and adjudged him 
guilty according to the forms of law, he 
should be held in confinement under ordi- 
nary circumstances until his innocence is 
established. We are not prepared to say that 
at no time and under no circumstances, when 
the error is palpable and the deiay long, 
should a criminal be admitted to bail pend- 
ing an appeal. But itis evident from the lan- 
guage of the statute and the fact that discre- 
tion is given to the Judges that the power is 
not intended to be used habitually or indis- 
criminately, as it is. 

When discretion is used, as in this case, to 
indulge the criminal in further liberty while 
his counsel are seeking by quibbies and eva- 
sions to cheat justice in his behalf, it is dif- 
cult to advise the extension of the discretion 
of the Judges. They use so feebly and inef- 
fectually the discretion they have, and stretch 
it so far for the benefit of the criminals, that 
people may be pardoned for doubting 
whether they may safely be trusted with any 
more. The lesson of proceedings like those 
in the case of Lesser Friedberg is, that we 
need not only an amendment of the laws, 
but an improvement in the manner of ad- 
ministering them by the Judges. They should 
not be betrayed by a sickly sentimentality 
into going to the extreme limit of their 
powers for the benefit of criminals, nor be 
excused by the people for their conduct when 
they do so. 


HASKELL’S BAD PROPOSITION. 

During the years following the War, when 
money was cheap, and when subsidies, and 
“claims,” and jobs of every kind were pro- 
lific, and “corruption stalked almost unchal- 
lenged in the halis of Congress, the Treasury 
was victimized and plundered with hardly 
any show of resistance. 

The favorit plan was to load down the ap- 
propriation bills with these jobs, the theory 
being that as the appropriation bills are always 
sure to pass, and cannot be vetoed without 
cutting off the needed supplies for National 
expenditures, any one of these scheines once 
ingrafted on an appropriation bill is sure to 
become a law. In like manner the appro- 
priation bills were made vehicles for ques- 
tionable legislation, and existing laws were 
amended, repealed, or completely reversed 
by a proviso adroitly inserted in an appro- 
priation bill. 

The abuses and frauds practiced under this 
form of legislation finally led to the adoption 
of a rule, which has borne several numbers, 
but at the last session was known as Rule 
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employés, 

declared it out of order to oneal Oy, redu- 

cing the number or compensation. In 1876, 

after a protracted strugele, the rule was 

changed to its present form, and has 60 ro-

As soon as the House organized on Mon- 
day of last week, Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, 
submitted a resolution declaring the rules of 
the last Congress shall be the rules of the 
present House until otherwise ordered, 
“but that the Committee on Rules may re- 
port any amendments thereto at any time.” 
This resolution of Mr. Haskell is explained 
by our Washington correspondent as under- 
stood at the Capital to be the first step in 
breaking down the twenty-first rule, so far 
as it relates to proposing amendments to the 
appropriation bills. The Committee on 
Rules, thus authorized to report at any time, 
is expected in some way to represent the Re- 
publican party by removing some of the 
wisest and most wholesome regulations that 
experience has proven necessary to protect 
legisiation. 

The Appropriations Committee has charge 
of all expenditures. Under the rules all esti- 
mates and applications for expenditures are 
referred to and scrutinized by that commit- 
tee, and they report bills embodying appro- 
priations for every purpose authorized by law 
and warranted by the previous estimates fur- 
nished by the several departments of the 
Government. When the bills are reported 
they are protected in the House by Kule 21 
from being made omnibuses for every imag- 
inable scheme of plunder, and the raiders on 
the Treasury are driven to present their jobs 
in separate bills, which have to be examined 
and tested on their own merits, and cannot 
be carried under the wing of appropriations. 

Rule 21 has deen of great practical den- 
efit, and has doubtless saved millions of 
dollars to the Treasury since its adoption. 

It Is possible that a combination in and 
out of Congress proposes to create scores of 
new offices and to make a general increase 
of salaries. The expectation is to repeat 
over again the wild extravagance of the ses- 
sion of 1873—the memorable session whose 
profligacy led to the overwhelming Repub- 
lican defeat atthe election in 1874, whereby 
the Democrats obtained 50 majority in the 
House of Representatives and gained fifteen 
seats in the Senate. This rule stands in the 
way of the appropriation bills being used 
for any such purpose. It should be re 
membered that if Mr. Haskell or any other 
member of the House feels so disposed there 
is nothing in this rule or any other rule to 
prevent the introduction of a bill providing for 
the increase of the salaries of all the subor- 
dinates of the Government, nor to prevent 
the increase of the number of such officers. A 
bill of that kind enacted into a law would 
compel an appropriation to pay them, and 
why not pass such a law openly and avowed- 
ly, with its object plainly stated? Why break 
down the barriers and protections of legisla- 
tion by removing this most Wholesome rule 
which forbids such provisions in an appro- 
priation bill? 
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GUITEAU CONTROLS SCOVILLE. 

It is a singular fact that Guiteau has been 
able to impress upon his own attorney in his 
case the stamp of his own personality, to in- 
troduce into it the dishonest and rascally 
methods which distinguished his career from 
the cradle to the criminal dock. Scoville 
has been in his hands as clay in the hands of 
the potter. He has eome to look at the case 
and its environments wholly through Gui- 
teau’s spectacles, He is irritable, as Gui- 
teau is. He denounces the public sentiment 
which demande @uiteau’s punishment as 
“ ploodthirstiness,” precisely as Guiteau 
does. He proposes to lecture, as Guiteau 
does. He is without funds, as Guitean is. 
He issues circular appeals to the public for 
aid in the defense of the assasin, as Guiteau 
issues them in his own behalf. In a word, 
he begs importunately and impudently, as 
Guiteau has been begging all his life. We 
do not call attention to these curious coin- 
cidences of conduct on the part of the pris- 
oner and his counsel to reflect unfavorably 
upon the general character of Mr. Scoville. 
He has long borne a good reputation in Chi- 
cago, and we would not utter a word to in- 
jure his good namie here or elsewhere. But 
we think the thoroughness with which Gui- 
teau has mastered Scoville—turning his 
whole line of thought into the Guiteau chan- 
nel—shows that the assasin, not Scoville, 
dictates the scope and nature of the defense, 
and holds his associate counsel strictly and 
firmly to the line of conduct he desires to 
have pursued. 

Guiteau knows Scoville, and knows that he 
is neither a brilliant man nor a distinguished 
lawyer. In the outset he made herculean 
efforts to secure able counsel, but failed. 
From that moment he, doubtless with some 
reason, determined to take the control of the 
defense. He is a much brighter man intel- 
lectually than Scoville, and, being a great 
egotist, he soon came to feel a profound con- 
tempt ior Scoville’s moderate talents. Nor 
is it at all improbable that Scoville was glad 
to avail of Guiteau’s quick apprehension, 
and the cunning of his ready resources of 
wit and repartee. Thus Guiteau soon gained 
a complete ascendency over the mind of 
Scoville; secured his codperation in driving 
Robinson from the case by volleys of coarse, 
scurillous abuse; induced him to issue a cir- 
cular appealing to the public for help; in- 
duced him to feign extreme poverty and to 
quit a cheap boarding-house for a cheaper, 
with the view of exciting public sympathy; 
and, finally, induced him to give notice that 
he will enter the lecture field to secure funds 
to defray his current expenses. 

These are all Guiteau tricks. They are of 
a piece with the web of Guiteau’s career. 
The assasin was always deceiving himself 
into the bélief that he could trick the public 
out of large sums of money, and when the 
returns proved, as they always did, to be 
very emall, he eked out the balance of his 
necessities by borrowing and deadbeating. 

Dr. Talmage describes Guiteauism as 
“able-bodied beggary, disguised as borrow- 
Ing.“ It is an excellent definition. It is a 
word-painting of the assasin, and now—we 
regret to say it, but it is true—it applies with 
almost equal force to his attorney, Scoville. 
It is bad enough for the Government to be 
obliged to contribute so much as a penny to 
the defense of the cold-blooded, calculating 
assasin of its President. But it has paid 
Guiteau’s witnesses and the Court appointed 
an attorney to assist in defending him. 
The attorney, however, did not suit 
either the assasin or his brother-in-law, 
and they united to drive him from the case. 
Guiteau has always insisted that there will 
be a change of public sentiment in his favor, 
and he has evidently convinced Scoville of 
the correctness of his theory. For tliat as- 
tute lawyer alludes to the sentiment as 
“bloodthirsty,” and intrigues for time, 
which he thinks will allay it, and now pro- 
poses to appeal to the outraged public to pay 
him for retailing the assasin’s grievances in 
the form of a lecture! The proposition is 
monstrously absurd, and can only proceed 
from Guiteau's monumental egotism, which 
shows again that ke is sane enough to make 
a tool of Scovilie, to thrust him before the 
public in the role of his defender. Guiteau 
is a cunning devil Mr. Storrs makes a very

The public will neither pay its money to 


Guiteau nor listen to his attorney in his de 
fense outside the court-room. Mr. Robinson 
represented the public lu the defense of the 


‘assasin by direction of the Court. Mr. Gul 


teau and Mr. Scoville drove him from the 
case, abused, insulted him. To ask the pub- 


lie to volunteer aid to Guiteau or to volun- | 


teer to repay Scoville the expenses incurred 
in his behalf is a piece of audacious pre- 
sumption. The public hopes to see Guiteau 
hanged in strict accordance with law, for the 
public puts no faith in his plea of insanity. 
The public wili not donate a farthing to 
save Guiteau from the gallows, because the 
public has made up its mind from the evi- 
dence that he is responsible for his great 


erime. 
—— 
A DISGRACEFUL SCRAMBLE FOR OFFICE. 

The late President Garfield, in his inaugu- 
ral message, declared his intention to ask 
Congress to fix the tenure of mor offices, 
and to otherwise regulate the civil service, 
assigning as his reasons therefor that the civil 
service can never be placed upon a satisfac- 
tory basis until itis regulated by law; that 
it is for the good of the service itself, for the 
protection of those intrusted with the ap- 
pointing power against waste of time and 
obstruction to publit business caused by lu- 
ordinate pressure for place; and for the pro- 
tection of incumbents against intrigue and 
wrong. In his letter accepting the nomina- 
tion of Vice-President, President Arthur 
wrote: 

It seems to me that the rules which should be 
applied to the management of the public service 
may properly corform in the main to such as 
regulate the conduct of successful private bus- 
iness. Original appointments should be based 
upon ascertained fitness; the tenure of office 
should be stable: positions of responsibility 
should, so far as practicable, be fliled by the pro- 
motion of worthy and elficient olfigers; the in- 
vestigation of all complaints and the punish- 
ment of all m uct should be prompt 
and thorough. 

In his recent- message President Arthur 
repeated the above sentiments, and even 
emphasized them. And yet in spite of the 
declarations ot the dead President and their 
reannouncement by the living President, 
emphasized by reiteration, what de we be- 
hold ? 

The insane seramble for office, interrupt ed 
for a brief time by the illness and death of 
the late President, recommenced with re- 
newed persistence and vigor as soon-as his 
successor came into his new office, and from 
that day to this it has increased in selfish- 
ness, in unseemliness, and inindecency. The 
President and the departments are overrun 
with officeseekers and their friends, eager 
to push out the present incumbents and 
secure their places for themselves. ‘They ap- 
parently act upon the assumption that the 
President's declarations are mere buncombe, 
or else they pay no attention to them at all, 
and conclude that if they make the press- 
ure strong enough, they can carry their 
point by sheer force of numbers and inso- 
lence. It adds to the disgraceful character 
of this scramble that the Administration is 
but a few short months old; that many of 
the present incumbents have but just become 
acquainted with their duties; and that the 


only opportunity to make a new rush for 


office has come through the infamous deed 
of the assasin Guiteau. It matters little to 
them, however, the circumstances that have 
given them the opportunity. It matters as 
little to them that the President has twice 
declared that the tenure of office should be 
stable, and that the higher offices should be 
filled by the promotion of meritorious per- 
sons from the lower offices. They demand 
that all the offices shall be vacated and their 
places be filled with new men without re- 
gard to capacity or merit, and they demand 


it with as much effrontery as if the President } 


had openly affirmed the spoils policy. 


Since the war between France and Ger- 
many the growth of the two countries in popu- 
lation has been curious in its contrasts. Ger- 
many has increased by 4,500,000 souls, but France 
by only 612,000. Births in France in 1867 were 
26% in every 1,000 inhabitants; but in 1878 they 
were only 2544 in every 1000. The figures which 
correspond to these in Germany are 3% 3-5 and 
38%. For 1867, the excess of births over deaths 
in France was 140,000; ia 1878 it was only 98,175. 
Germany. on the other hand, shows an excess 
for 1869 of 428,000, dnd for 1878 one of 656,506. 
With these figures as a starting point, it is inti- 
mated that at the end of the century, provided 
emigration and immigration do not interfere 
with condidons as they now are, France will 
have scarcely 40,000,000 people to the 60,000,000 
that Germany will have. And this growth of 
Germany is in despite of an immense emigra- 
tion to the United States and other countries, 
while nobody leaves France. The fact is, that 
the Germans have large families, while the 
French are just the reverse in this respect. The 
average French family consista of but two or 
three children, while the Germans number at 
least half-a-duzen.

Lonpon, Dec. 12.—Our St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent telegraphs under date, of the 
Mth: “Today’s Novoe Vreinya contains the 
following article, which I translate literally, 
without softening or accenuating the oppro- 
brious language of the article: *Arthur’s 
message to Congress is surprisingly 
strange, if the telegraphic. version before 
us isaccurate. It congratulates Americans 
on melir growing prosperity, as if this were 
anything new to the honorable Yankees. Ar- 
thur takes upon himself to express his 
views on foreign politics. France and Ger- 
many receive friendly patronage, but with re- 
gard to the much-taiked-of friendship 
with England nota word is said, and how 
could it be expected from an Irishman? Ar- 
thur even refrains from making comments 
on English home affairs—the Lrish rebellion, 
for instance, which is agitating millions of 
American citizens who aro also born 

IRISHMEN LIKE THE PRESIDENT; 
but Arthur was more bravein dealing with 
-Russia. Laying aside the fundamental prin- 
ciples of America’s forcign policy of non- 
intervention in the internal affairs of Euro- 
pean Governments. Arthur took it into his 
head to promise us his energetic protesta- 
tions with regard to our treatment 
of the Jews. Arthur’s threats are empty 
ones. No notice will be taken of any of his 
representations by the Russian Government, 
not even out of condescension to the 
American people, among whom are 80 
many Jewish swindlers-unaccustomed to 
productive labor, and who thrive on 
American soil or elsewhere by getting the 
fruits of other people’s work. This thought- 
less freak of Arthur’s places the American 
Government in a sorry light. Only a few 
weeks ago the same Government said that it 
would not tolerate the slightest interference 
of Europe in 
THE PANAMA CANAL BUSINESS, 
ami dwelt triumphantly on its own strict 
observance of non-intervention in the affairs 
of Europe. Immediately after this fresh 
consecration of the political doctrine of 
Monroe Arthur takes upen himself to criti- 
cise the internal affaira_ of Russia, of 
which he knows nothing and is 
not likely ever to understand much. 
As possibly the American party of 
swindlers have expressed their sympathy

A DISHONEST BANKER.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dee. 12.—Seneca V 

Halloway, Paying Teiler of the Poughkeepsie 

National Bank, was arrested this morning on a 

charge of embezziement. The President 

of the bank is 8. M. Bucking- 
bam and the Casbier George Cornwall. 

The head bookkeeper is Edward Varick. Sat- 

urday morning Varick called the Cashier aside 

and told him that he bad detected Halloway 
altering some figures in one of the books. Mr. 

Cornwell at once spoke to Halloway about it, 

but the latter’s explanation was not satisfactory. 

On Sunday the assistant bookkeeper, WIII- 

iam J. Brown, was talked to by Mr. 

Cornwell about the matter. when he coufessed 

he bad been making false entries in te books 

by direction of the Teller. On the evening pre- 

vious Halloway went to Albany with William J. 

Thorn, bis counsel, to see about dis peni- 

tentiary bills. as he is also County Treas- 

urer. As soon as the bank officers as- 
certained the above facts they appeared 

before Recorder Robert F. Wilkinson at 10 

o'clock Sunday night and claimed a warrant for 

Halloway’s arrest on the charge of embezzie- 

ment. They substantiated their application 

with astatement that there was one false entry 
of $40,000 on the books. The warrant was placed 
ia the hands of Detective John Scanlin. who went 
to Albany with instructions not to arrest Hallo- 
way unless the detective believed he was about 
to take fiight. The detective returned to this 
city at 3o’clock this worning, not having seen 
Halioway. In the meantime Halioway left Al- 
bany Sunday morning for New York, bis 
counsel accompanying him as far as Poughkeep- 
sic. Halloway went to New York, where he 
registered at the Centennial Hotel, it is said, 
with a woman not his wife. He returned to 

Poughkeepsie after midnight of Sunday. This 

morning the bank officers were early at the bank, 

and Halloway appeared, as usual, but show- 
ing signs of a long debauch and 
quite intoxicated. He assumed 
to proceed to die business., 
counsel was compelled to interfere and euforce 
him to silence. warrant was formally 
served upon him, ana examiuation on the charge 
was postponed until tomorrow. Halloway was al- 
lowed to go to his home, where he now is with two 
officersin charge of him. He seems to ve crazed 
from the elfecis of liquor, and 
berently. This afternoon his attendants say 
he is threatened with delirium tremens. Twice 
sent m rs out for a pistol, but both 
times they were intercepted. Brown, the as- 
sistant bookkeeper, has been dischar but 
bas not beea arrested. The oflicers and Directors 
of the bank were in session this morning, and, 
after an hour or two, Cashier Cornwell stated to 
areporter that a partial examination of the 
books of bank showed that the 
sburtage would amount to between $40,000 
and 350,000. which is about one-third 
the bank's surpius profit. Mr. Halloway

$40, hich be did not send to it. Halloway has 
ied a dissipated lite, kept a mistress, and supplied 
ber every want. He established a summer 
home for himself and family at Milton, 
and over a year ago a stockhbuider of the bank 
informed the Cashier that Halioway was a fre- 
quenter of saloons or barrootwns there, and was 
betting on boat-races. His salary was 61,500. 
He bad an income from =the County 
Treasurysbip of $1,000 or $100 a year 
and also an income from the management of the 
estate of his father-in-law. Some are ot the 
opinion that be has used funds of the bank to 
make good the money taken from the County 
Treasury, as it is known he bad some 
difficulty about the county funds. Brown, the 
assistant bookkeeper, states that first faise 
entry was made on the books about three weeks 
ago. Mr. Haltioway’s counsel asks a suspension 
of public opinion on behalf of his client until 
the latter gets in such a frame of mind that ne 
can talk intelligibly.

But the best evidence of the 
growth of the Northwest is in the increase of 
our passenger and freight business, the latter 
being nearly 50 per cent more than a year ago. 
The wheat crop of Oregon and Washington will 
be about twice as much this year as last. The 
whole country between the western boundary 
of Idaho and the Pacific, and northof the Co- 
lumbia River to the British boundary, is a fine 
region. and fully 60 per cent of the land is espe- 


cially adapted to wheat-growing. All the val- 


leys of Montana contain good agricultural land, 
especiaily in the Valley of the Yellowstone. 


This will in a very few years be one of the most 


productive agricultural districts in the country. 
The only bad lands on the line of the road are 
between the eastern boundary of Montana and 
the Missouri River. There is a belt of 
country about seventy or eighty miles in exteut 
which has been known asthe ‘Bad Lands,’ but 
they really don't deserve that name, inasmuch 
as some portions are tit for cultivation, and the 
main body is known to be well adapted to cattie- 
raising.”’ 

“When will the road be completed?” 

“At the endof 1882 we expect to be up to 
the farthest point in the Yellowstone Valley. to 
which the main line will be built, and from the 
west the road wül be built to the western base 
of the Rocky Mountains. This will leave less 
than 100 miles of road to be built to 
complete the road, but this portion of the line 
includes two tunneis aggregating about 10,000 
feet. This is the most difficult part of the road. 
Imay state that one of the great advantages 
the Northerr Pacific Railroad will have over 
every other Pacific railway is, that from the 
summit of the Kocky Mountains to the Pacitic 
Ocean, a distance of 900 miles, the main line will 
follow a steady down-river grade. In the same 
distance the Central Pacilic has to go over three 
summits of from 6,000 to 8,000 feet high.”

LIFE-INSURANCE. 
Twe Important Cases New on Trial in 
Ohio 


Special Diapatch to Chicago Tribune. 

Tor no, O., Dec. . Two cases of great im- 
portance to life-insurance companies and their 
policyboiders were taken up in the Common 
Pleas Court ot Lucas County today, Judge Pen- 
John 
Finch, of Indianapolis, appearing for the 
companies invoived, the Phenix Mutual 
Life, of Connecticut, and the Mutual Life, 
of New York, and several prominent local at- 
torneys for certain policyholders, who have 
joined their issues. The plaintiffs alleged sub- 
stantially that, when they applied for the policy 
the company, by its agents and in its publica- 
tions, promised to give them large dividends, 
which had not been done, and that their premi- 
ums insted of diminishing as had been promised 
bad in fact increased. Other allegations of fail- 
ure by the company to fulfill its promises are 
made. On account of this failure of the company 
to make good its promises and to render an ac- 
counting as demanded, the plaintiffs allege 
that they rescinded the contracts, and therefore 
refused to pay apy more premium on the poli- 
cy, then brought suit, in which they ask sub- 
stantially that the dividend account be recast, 
and they be given such sum as is found to be 
due them; that oars 4 having withdrawn from 
the company, sbou! have their ratabie share of 
the remaining surplus, and that they have re- 
turned to them the legal reserve on the policy. 
It is claimed that the result of these suits, if 
they are ever carried on successfuliy, may in- 
volve practically the surplus of ali insurance 
com panies.

The following bas 
just been received from Oven Sound, from 
which port the Jane Miller started on her last 
trip: The sensational report published by the 
Toronto Evening News regarding the steamer 
Jane Miller caused considerable excitemeat 
on its Urst announcement. The story as related 
is remarkabie on account of the amount 
of plausible information contained in it on the 
ove h the amount of crookedoess on the 
other. Inquiry bere and alone the peninsuia 
where the steainer was lust seen fails to contirm 
the rumorsin the slightest degree. The Jane 
Miller was not known to bave had more than

THE MUTUAL UNION’S AMENDED POLE on-

The 
course pursued by the Health authorities if 
carting smali-pox patients tbrough the streets in 
pestilentia!l aud dangerous conveyances, left for 
hours ata time in front of the CUity-Hall to 
spread contagion among unprotected citizens 
Was an outrage. He would not vlame the people 
of the West Division if they would 
RISE UP AND BURN THE PEST-HOUSE DOWN, 
as was once done in the North Division. 

Ald. Wickersbam said it was absolutely neces- 
sary that te hospital accommodations for the 
sinall-pox patients be increased at once. The 
disease was spreading, and it was alinost an im- 
possibility to isulute successfully patients left 
at nome, aud uniess the mnajority of the patients 
could be put iu the pest-house under the charge 
of the heaith authorities. greater dauger would 
menace the entire city than now alarmed the 
people of a small section of the West Division, 
who opposed the presence of the best- house in 
their midst. . 

Aid, Brady offered a substitute to the effect 
that a committee of three be appointed to co- 
operate with the Board of Health in doing all in 
their power to prevent the spread of the. dis- 


ease. 

Ald. Wickersham tbought the substitute ought 
not to pass. IT Dr. De Wolf was not capable of 
attending to the work then no committee could 
codperate successfully with bim. 

Ald. Smyth, resuming the subject of Dr. De 
Wolf's communication, spoke agaiust the erec- 
tion of any more peét-bouses in the West Di- 
vision. ° 

Ald, Cullerton spoke again at some length in 
the same strain. Buildings could be prucured 
in any portion of the city for the purpose want- 
ed, were they paid for. He bad no doubt a 
building in the very beart of the business sec- 
tion could be secured at an easy rental. He 
again called for a reference of the matter to the 
cummittees named before.

New York, Dec. 12.—Jacob Lorillard’s 
project to establish a new steamship line 
which shall carry passengess from New 
York to London in less than six days he 
says is already an assured success. All the 
eapital necessary bas been subscribed. Of 
the stock wich has been taken, Mr. 
Lorillard says that Mr. Austin Corbin, 
of the Long Island Railroad, has secured a 
big block. The Fresident of a prominent 
life-insurance company has subscribed $1,- 
500,000 for himself and friends, and another 
gentleman, well known in Wall street, has 
taken $500,000. These three subscriptions, 
with the holding Mr. Lorillard proposes to 
keep for himself, will cover the entire capi- 
tal stock. One suggestion made by Mr. Cor- 
bin has been acted upon whereby 
THE SHIPS WILL NOT COME INTO NEW YORK 

HARBOR, 

as originally intended, but instead will land 
above Montauk Point, on Long Island. The 
place of landing, it is claimed, is a 
natural harbor even as it now is. 
This is inside of Fort Pond Bay. 
on the Sound side of Long Island, ten miles 
west of Montauk Point. The bay averages 
a mile in width, and Mr. Lorillard says that 
soundings show that its water is nowhere less 
than ten fathoms deep.

PURE VACCINE VIRUS 

A great many people have an idea that the 
vaccine virus used upon them in vaccinating is 
modified small-pox, brought down and 
moditied through vaccination of a line 
of beifers. All this is entirely wrong. In the 
Health Department only pure, clean bovine 
virus is u In the State of Miunesota the 
State Board of Health uses bumanized virus, to 
which there is great objection, vwing to the lia- 
bility of injecting impurities of one person's 
blood into that of another. The danger from 
such contamination is entirely prevented by 
bovine virus, which is simpiy a reproduc- 
tion of the cow-pox. Dr. L. Grimma, 
President the Wisconsin State Board 
of Health, was in the city yesterday. He 
is the proprietor of the vaccine farm at 
Fond du Lac, and was at the Health Office yester- 
day. where a TRIBUNE reporter had quite a pieas- 
ant conversation with him. The Docter has twen- 
ty -six acres of land only, which is sufficient for 
stable and ground room. Yesterday ne received 
ninety-six young dairy heifers from Cayuga 
County, New York, for purposes of vaccination. 
They are all lust spring es calves, aud mainiy 
Short- Horns and Devons, of red and white coiors. 

Would bull calves auswer for this purpose? 
asked the reporter. 

Not after they are 3 months old. 
skin becomes too coarse and hard, 

not use them.” 

* What do you feed them?” 

“Oualy the best of hay, shorts. and oats. To 
the younger calves we must feed grain. We 
must have them sleek and healthy, and they 
must be cared for as you care for a chiid.”

“How many times do you vaccinate a single 
animal?” 

“Never but once. If it don't take we do not 
try again. We do with these heifers the same as 
we do withachild. We watch them very care- 
fully, and generally on the seventh, eighth, or 
ninth day the postuie ripens and we extract the 
virus and dip the points. Where an animal does 
not take the vaccination we rush it out of the 
stable directly into the market. y are as 
good as ever after that, for either dairy or stack- 
raising purposes.”’

THE FAVORITE. 

Another libel case of considerabe interest to 
vesseimen was also decided by Judge Biodgett 
being that of Henry Channon and others 
against the steam propeller Favorite. This 
was a suit to recover damages to the schooner 
Grace A. Channon caused by colliding with the 
Favorite on the night of Aug. 2, 1877. The 
schooner at the time was between Milwaukee 
and Racine,on ber way from Buffalo to Chicago, 
while the Favorit was bound from Chicago to 
Menominee. The wind was west to west by 
north, the night clear, and each vessel had der 
proper lights buraing. 

The Ju held the proof clearly showed the 
scbooner was sailing on a southerly course with 
a light sailing breeze, and sighted the steamer 
waoen five or seven miles off, aud dead ahead. 
When the vesseis were less than a mile apart 
the schooner showed a torch, and soon after, 
fearing a collision, put to port, and was almost 
instantly struck on the port bow, and 80 seri- 
ously injured she sank in five minutes. The 
two vessels — 5 94 each other nearly end 
on. The steamer eno effortto get out of 
the way, unless, perhaps, her wheel wae put to 
starboard, and she awung oft a int or 60 to 
‘port, where she was steadied and ran for a short 
time uatil the schooner showed a torch. 

Tbe important question was whether there 
was any negligence, and by whom, in allowing 
the two vesseis to come sv close together as to 
bring on an iinpending-collision, It was claimed 
the steamer, being incumbered with tows, was 
not bound by the rules requiri ner to lower 
her speed or get out of the way of a sail vessel. 
That might be the fact in a crowded roadstead 
or stream, but on the open lake she was bound 
in ample time to take auch steps as would pre- 
veut the two vessels from coming iuto dangerous 
proximity with each other. By the sailing 
rules the schooner was bound to keep her 
course. There was nothing in the rules vor in 
the nature of the two vessels that required or 
allowed a sailing vessel to change her course 
when she sighted the lights of an approathing 
steamer with tows. Her duty under the rules 
was to keep her course, and the duty of the 
steamer was to keep out of the way of the sail 
ing vessel. The steamer had the right to eiect 
on which side of thé sailing vessel she would 
pass, but was bound to exercise that right with 
sound judgment, and therefore any deviation 
by the sailing vessel from her course would 
embarrass the steamer and endanger both. 
The Favorite was a steamer, and was 
bound to kee out of the way of 
the schooner. Tre only difference that the 
tows made was to make it necessary for ber to 
commence her maneuvres 80 promaptiy after 
sighting the lights of a sailing vessel as to make 
sure that she would nut only berself go clear of 
the sailing vessel but that her tows would also 
go clear. The sailing vessel in a crowded road- 
stead coming close to tows under the control of 
a tug was undoubtedly bound to use such rea- 
sonabie preca@tions as were in der power to 
avoid a collision with the tows, and e failure 
to use such precautions might under certain cir- 
cumstances be such negligence as would create 
liability on the part of the schooner for the col- 
lision. But that rule was not applicable to the 
present case. Here there wasample sea-room 
and any deviation by the schooner only incre 
the danger to both. vessels. lights af the 
schooner were not sighted by the steamer as 
soon as the lights of the steuuer by the schoon- 
er. The proot showed that the steamer could 
have been stopped inabout her length by re- 
versing ber wheel, and it was almost certain if 
the wheel had been réversed even atter the 
torch was shown, the collision would have been 
prevented. It therefore seemed very ciear that 


“the coilision was caused by the negligence of 


those in command of the steamer, anda decree 
would therefore be entered in favor of the libel- 
lants. The amount asked is about $20,000.
